BEHIND THE CURTAINS. 


THE PEOPLE ON THE MIMIC STAGE 
AND OFF.

The Part Hair Has to Perform in the Theatrical 
Make-Up—The Fancies and Expenditures of 
Actors and Actresses for Wigs-—Eccen- 
tricities of Well Known People. 


“Talkin’ about wigs,’’ said a nabdominous 
old actor, whose nose, fired by the generous 
fumes of the jorum of “hot Scotch” that 
steamed before him on the Continental bar, 
scintillated like a half-pound ruby, ‘‘I see on 
Wednesday they sold about forty that cover- 
ed the heads of the wax figures in the cen- 
tennial buildings. The whole lot went for 
$10, and they were bought for Bunnell’s mu- 
seum,in New York. Blazing cheap wigs, I 
can tell you; but they couldn’t have been 
made of real hair, could they, Buch?’’ said 
the old gentleman, appealing to the well 
known wig-maker, who stood by. Mr. 
Buch said he thought not, and then the 
conversation turned on hair, wigs, wig-mak- 
ing, famous theatrical wigs and their owners. 
Nearly all the theatrical wigs worn in this 
country are made by Myers and Helmer & 
Gluth, of New York, and A. M. Buch, of 
Philadelphia, although there are many actors, 
like James Deane, Geore Bostick and J. W. 
Edwards, who make wigs more skillfully than 
professional perruquiers. This is notably the 
case with Mr. Deane, who received $300 from 
John McCullough for a King Lear wig and 
beard of white hair, which is thirty-two 
inches long and cost $75 an ounce. Two 
ounces and a quarter of hair were used and 
the wig and beard, when finished, weighed a 
trifle over three ounces. 


WHERE THE HAIR COMES FROM. 


~ The hair used in manufacturing wigs comes 
from all parts of the world. The natural 
blonde is imported from Sweden and Norway. 
Dealers in the south of France supply great 
quantities of dark hair, and thou- 
sands of pounds of black hair 
is brought . from Italy to New York 
every year. The cheapest hair comes from 
China, but itis rather coarse, and is uscd in 
manufacturmg lower grade theatrical wigs 
and back pieces and braids for ladies’ street 
wear, By bleaching and dying, Chinese hair 
can be given any color that is desired, but it 
assumes auburn shades best, and as those 
shades are now fashionable, an enormous 
quantity of this coolie hair will be used in la- 
dies’ wigs before the reigning color craze is 
over. The Swedish hair is rarely longer than 
twenty-two inches, and on reaching this 
country is always dirty and teeming with’in- 
sect life. The French hairis generally clean, 
but the Italian hair, which comes to New 
York in 100-pound bundles, is exceedingly 
filthy, and the workmen who clean it before 
it is purchased by the wig-makers, frequently 
contract diseases from handling it. Dyed 
hair is called ‘‘dead,”’ and it becomes harsh 
after being worn a short time. Chemicals are 
used to give ita glossy appearance. In addi- 
tion tothe human. hair referred to, large 
quantities of Yak and Angora goat hair and 
jute liber are used. 
PRICES REGULATED BY COLOR. 

Natural hair varies in price according to 
the prevailing fashionable color and _ rare 
shades of light and auburn haira yard long 
costs from 3150 to $175 an ounce. Clara Louise 
Kellogg hasa blonde ‘‘Marguerette”’ wig, the 
hair of whichis a yard and fourinches long, 
and cost $150 an ouncein Paris. Fouranda half 
ounces of hair were used, and the wig when 
completed cost $700. She wore it half a dozen 
times and then sent it toa wig maker in Chi- 
cago to have it dressed, and he burned it so 
badly that when it was repaired by Mr. Buch, 
afew months ago, two hundred dollars’ worth 
of hair was taken out of it. Hair smuggling 
is Very profitable, as several thousand dollars’ 
worth may be carried in the pockets of a

$8. Modern bald spots are made of a patent 

substance not unlike cork, and it is light, 

flexible and has a natural color. Wigs made | 
in this country are fully as good and natural | 
as those made in London or Paris—indeed, 
many actors hold that foreign wigs are infe- 
rior in appearance on account of the large 
quantities of hair many of them are adorned 
with. The wig in which Barry Sullivan 
played Richard III., in this country a few 
years ago, weighed five ounces. The class of 
tawny blonde wigs which became so popular 
in this country after the first visit of Lydia 
Thompson's burlesquers were nearly all made 
of yuk hair, bleached ane dyed. 
Wigs of this kind are only worn now 
by varicty hall primadonnas and the ballet 
girls in spectacular plays. These wigs cost 
from $5 to $10, and are frightful objects when 
seen in the light of day. In fine wigs for 
either men or women each hair is drawn 
through the scalp netting with a needle, and 
consequently the work is slow and tedious, 
but when completed a wig of this kind can 
be combed and dressed as perfectly as a rs | 
of hair inits natural place. The best kinds_ 
of negro wigs are made in the same way, only 
the hair is boiled in oil and treated with a 
secret chemical preparation to make it curly. 
These wigs cost from $10 to $15, but as a rule 
minstrels do not care to go to that expense 
and use cheap wigs made of Astrachan cloth, 
hat plush or coarse wool. : 

The most important wig toa comedian who 
plays in the rural districts is a ‘“‘fright,’’ for 
when all other tricks fail to stir the risibili- 
ties of a rural audience the rising of the hair 
on a “‘fright’’ wig takes them by storm. 
Joseph Jefferson, a grandfather of the pre- 
sent Joseph Jefferson, was the inventor of 
this ingenious contrivance, and as a means ol 
expressing superlative fear itis a great and 
lasting success. Bag wigs cost from $15 to $50 
according to style and-the quality of the 
material, white yak being used more fre- 
quently than real hair.

The price of a wig depends entiruls 
upon its style and the quality aud quantity 
of hair used; but as actors thoroughly appre- 
ciate the value of first-class wigs they are, as 
arule, willing to pay good prices tor what 
they want. J. L. Stoddard has over 300 char- 
acter wigs; C. W. Couldock owns 140; William 
Warren, of Boston, has several hundred: E. 
L, Davenport had a trunk full; George Grif- 
fith has over fifty wigs for old men; John 
McCullough travels with a trunk full of fine 
ones; Edwin Booth’s wigs number about ftif- 
ty, Hamiet being the only part he plays 
without a wig; John 8S. Clarke has sev- 
eral dozen, and the wigs he wears 
at night are always’ dressed by 
a professional wig maker in_ the 
afternoon. Joseph Jefferson has but few 
wigs, but they are very tine. The light brown 
curly wig he wears in the first act of Rip Van 
Winkle weighs less than an ounce, and was 
made by Leon Perit, of Paris. The gray wig 
used after the sleep cost $150, and was manu- 
factured by Myers, of New York. Rose Wood 
_— Buch $90 for a blonde wig last year, and
